Hartnell to buy 
$624,000 computer 


Tremors of change are shaking the 
bowels of the CRAC building. 

Epicenter of activity is the com- 
puter room at the south end of the 
first floor, as preparations accelerate 
preceding the arrival of Hartnell’s 
new $624,444 computer, the Sperry 


Univac 90/70. 

David Lin, data processing 
manager here since 1973, listed 
these advantages: 


-- Highest is the. potential for 
future additional improvements. 

-- Second is the 90/70’s ability to 
handle multiple problems of various 
sorts simultaneously -- a result of 
what is known as ‘‘on-line trans- 
action process,’’ which allows access 
to the computer through several 
terminals at ‘once and offers almost 
instantaneous retrieval. The new 
computer will allow the use of up to 
12 terminals at the same time, which 


will be available to students 24 hours” 


a day. Under the old system, only 
one person could use the computer at 
a time, and the process involved a 
telephone link to Gavilan college. 

-- Important to the student is the 
availability of immediate information 
on such things as registration and 
conformation of any class in the 
curriculum: oh 

Once installed, the computer is 
expected to have a useful life of 
seven years. 

‘The continued usefulness of this 
system depends upon the changing 
demands and needs of the Hartnell 
community,’’ Lin explains. 

Installation is scheduled to begin 
by mid-November. The old computer 
will be moved to portable unit 4. 
Both computers will be used for a 
period of time to insure a period of 
unbroken service to Hartnell.

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‘Faculty criticizes dean selection, 


Board Responds 8 p.m. Tuesday 


A governing board response to the 
Hartnell faculty’s criticism of the 
procedure used to select the new 
dean of instruction is expected at 
next Tuesday’s 8 p.m. meeting in the 
board room, C-112. 

At the Sept. 19 board meeting 
Academic Senate president Bob 
Rieger read a statement saying the 
faculty is ‘‘appalled by the procedure 
used in the selection of the present 
dean of instruction.’ 

Rieger also read two recommend- 
ations which he reported as unani- 
mous motions carried by 70 faculty 
members in a general meeting Sept. 
12. The first called for the board to 
rescind the emergency resoloution 
document. The ‘second called upon 
the Affirmative Action Office to 
respond ‘‘within 10 days as to the 
legality of the procedures followed’’ 
in the selection of the new dean. 

The faculty also directed the 
Senate to investigate the process 
used to select the new dean, Larry 
Elder. 

When asked what action the 
Senate intends to take on the matter 
Rieger said, ‘‘We will probably put 
the question of legal action to a 
committee.’’ 

Rieger also commented that fac- 
ulty positions are advertised on a 
statewide basis. Because the posi- 
tion of dean is the second most 
important at the school, filling it 
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merits more than the. two-week 
period used to select an appointee, 
according to Rieger. 

Some faculty members conveyed 
their dissatisfaction because the 
appointment being made during the 
summer when input by the staff was 
virtually impossible. ‘‘We were 
without a dean for three months, 
then in four days they made their 
announcement. Six days later we had 
a new dean.’’ f 

Dr. Madsen, in response to those 
statements maintained that, ‘The 
conditions which led to the emer- 


gency resolutions remain. We do not =: 


know what our funds will be. They «- 


will be less than last year.’’

Regarding the appointment of; 


dean of instruction, Madsen pointed 
out that under future collective 
bargaining practices, the position of 
dean would play a major role in the 
administration’s bargaining team 

As such, he felt the position called 
for someone who would be part of 
the management team. Commenting 
on the Senate call for a_ legal 
investigation Madsen said, ‘‘There 
were no violations. If they feel they 
have some legal  ground...they 
should do it.’ 
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Handicapped folks let down by elevator 


The elevator in the CRAC building 
has become.a source of controversy, 
due to the many breakdowns of the 
system. The breakdowns are poten- 
tially dangerous to handicapped 
students who use the lift regularly. 

Enabler counselor Wayne Davis 
called the. situation, ‘‘extremely 
dangerous.”’ In the event of a 
breakdown, students must be carried 
down the stairs to street level and 
dropping a wheelchair could cause 
serious injury. 

Due to possible injuries, Dr. Victor 
Wm. Willits, dean of students, has 
issued an order that no one may be 


carried down stairs without permis- 
sion from one of four top administra- 
tors. 

In case of fire, the handicapped 
student is to go to the opposite wing 
and wait to be carried down. This, 
according to Willits,- is the only 
solution. Davis said it is a ‘’100 
percent chance the elevator will 
malfunction during a fire.’’ 

According to Willits, heavy usage 
and defects in the system are to 
blame for the breakdowns. He 
admitted the elevator ‘‘is not as good 
as the one in Merrill Hall.’’ One 
administrator called the elevator, ‘‘a 


. cracker box electrical system.’’ 


One handicapped student said, ‘‘a 
ramp is an absolute necessity in the 
event of an emergency. | think they 
could convert a stairway into a ramp. 
Non-handicapped students can use a 
ramp, but we cannot use the stairs.” 

The administration has ordered 
maintenance: to check the elevator 
daily, because of the breakdowns. 

The cost to construct a ramp is 
prohibitive, according to the admini- 


stration. Some handicapped students 


feel the administration is not listen- 
ing to them. But Willits said, ‘‘no 
one has been in to see me.’’ 


Maintenance dismissal may bring lawsuit 


Hartnell could face a lawsuit in the 
near future resulting from the 
of a member of the 
Hartnell gardening staff. 

Gale Williams, the first and only 
woman in the maintenance depart- 
ment, was fired by Hartnell College 
Aug. 25, just a week before her 
12-month probationary period would 
have ended. 

Ms. Williams cannot file a griev- 
ance because of a clause in. the 
California State Employees As- 
sociation (CSEA) contract which says 
that CSEA members may file 
grievances for anything except fir- 
ings. 

To further complicate matters, 


there is a conflict between CSEA 
Local No. 470, and the Public 
Employees Relations Board (PERB) 
over which union should represent 
the maintenance staff. 

In. August an agreement was 
reached between the district, CSEA 
and Operating Engineers, Local No. 
39 to release the maintenance 
employees from CSEA representa- 
tion. Then~ maintenance _ staff, 
through a representational election, 
could vote for the union of their 
choice, most iikely Local 39. 

According to Gibb Madsen, pres- 
ident of Hartnell College, PERB 
originally agreed to, and pushed for 
such a solution. Later, Madsen says, 


higher-ups at PERB overruled their 
regional office’s decision and re- 
fused to endorse such an agreement. 

PERB’s denial of the release of the 
maintenance staff from CSEA leaves 
Ms. Williams and some 30-or more 
other maintenance workers caught in 
the middle with no union represen- 
tation or voice. Ms. Williams says 
she may seek redress for her firing 
outside the unions involved. 

Hope Dominguez, affirmative 
action co-ordinator at Hartnell and 
Harold Hansen, CSEA campus rep-: 
resentative, both suggested that 
various legal remedies through the 
courts were available to Ms. Wil- 
liams. s 
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Editorial: T-ystees need student, faculty input 


In putting together the first issue of the Sentinel for 
the fall semester, staffers had to discard a page and © 
a half of items concerning governing board actions. 
These stories were discarded only because there 
was not enough room in the paper to print them. 

That’s how busy a governing board meeting is. 

Many important decisions which directly affect 
the quality of education and other areas of student 
life are made at each board meeting. Most of the 
time, trustees make these decisions without much 
student input. To be sure, the student represen- 
tative to the governing board is expected to 
provide the trustees with a viewpoint representing 
the students. Nevertheless, on person cannot 
reasonably be expected to express.the opinions of 
7,000 people all all times. The board of trustees at 
Hartnell need -- and seem to want - much more 
student input than they have been receiving. 

Try it sometime: the board meets every other 
Tuesday night at 8 p.m. in the governing board 


As long as we’re on the subject of the governing 
board, the Sentinel would like to take this time to 
urge the board and the faculty satisfaction survey 
committee to continue their meetings. ' 

During the summer, several board members | 
agreed to meet privately with faculty represen- | 
tatives to discuss-the faculty satisfaction survey 
taken last spring. (It would not be legal for all keke 
board members to meet with any group.) Since that 
time one meeting has been held. 

We feel that the best remedy for problems bet- 
ween the faculty and the administration ‘or the 
board is honest communication. We urge the board 
to express themselves sincerely to the faculty an 
not waste time on trivial issues which only serve to 
smokescreen the truly serious matters between the 
board and faculty. 

The longer open communications are delayed, 
the worse the problem will become. Such an at- 
mosphere must ultimately have an adverse effect

To the editor: 

The state of California maintained a tradition of 
vermitting .5 percent of applicants’ not normally 
qualified for entrance into an institution of higher 
learning with satisfying results for nearly a decade. 

Yet for the past couple of years one man has 
fought this tradition. This man, Allan Bakke, main- 
tained that he was not accepted into the Davis 
Medical School because of “reverse 
discrimination.” 

In the U.S. Supreme Court it appeared that 
Bakke won, but in actuality he lost on two counts. 
For the Supreme Court ruled that race can be a 
determining factor for admission; status quo can- 
not be, meaning that if one did not have the 
necessary high school education, one could not be 
accepted, even if he or she maintains an A or B 
average on GPA scores in a community college. 

Determination by race is constitutional, but 
special action or status quo is unconstitutional. 
Those of us who were potentially. special action 
because we had proven ourselves capable of suc- 
ceeding in higher education are the losers and 
many of us are members of minority races, i.e., 
Chicano, Black and Asian. Here race 1 directly 
does play a role in the admissions ruling and it 
counts against you. 

Everything that was fought for in the 60's like af- 
firmative action and equal opportunity is slowly 
being taken away. There will be more Allan 
Bakkes...people who are exploited by a frozen 
bureaucratic system like the University of Califor- 
nia system. 

We should not be against those who are ex- 
ploited like Allan Bakke was; instead we should 
feel grief for them. 

The individual who has the drive an deter- 
mination to finish school no matter what his color 


or social background should be given an equal. 


chance to fulfill this goal. 

Education in a democratic. society cannot be 
based only upon “supply and demand” like some 
kind of merchandise to be sold over the counter.

The Panther Sentinel recently 
asked members of the Hartnell 
college community their views on the 
trial of former District Attorney’s 
investigator Joe Hernandez for the 
April 7 shooting of Hartnell swim- 
ming and water polo coach Mike 
Garibaldi.

Jarvis cuts wide swath at Hartnell

Hartnell College had to make a 
drastic class reduction in all depart- 
ments. As a result Hartnell lost 150 
classes for this semester. 


According to Lupe Rivera, secre- 
tary in the dean of instruction’s 
office, approximately 201 classes 
were cut from the schedule leaving 
158 classes for the students to choose 
from. Also 52 classes were added to 


the schedule before this fall semes- 
ter. 


Hardest hit were the business and 
physical education (PE)  depart- 
ments. Bruce McClane, business 
department head, said 25 classes 
were cut from a total of about 150 
classes that were only offered once. 


According to P.E. chairman Bob 
Kelley, 18 to 20 classes were 


dropped. 


Heavy drinking wets dance 


Large amounts of liquor coupled 
with the lack of security served to 
make the first dance of the Hartnell 
school year a ‘spirited’ success. 


According to dean of students Dr. 
Victor Wm. Willits, there was more 
alcohol at the dance than usual. 
Following the dance, an abundance 
of bottles, beer cans and hard liquor 
containers were found both inside 
and outside the building. 


“The biggest problem Saturday 
(Sept. 9) was the band absolutely 
refused to let us turn any lights on, 


so you couldn’t see anything going . 


on in there,’’ said commssioner of 
finance Pat Williams. 


Other factors contributing to the 
alcohol-control problem were the 
lack of workers at the dance and the 
lack of policemen patrolling inside th 
gym. According to one commission 
member, ‘‘The police were all out in 
the parking lot, concerned with cars 
parked in the red tow-away zone.’’ 


But whatever drinking went on at 
the dance apparently went unnoticed 
or ignored by the majority of 
students, policemen and campus 
security. ASHC president Maria 
Barrs said, ‘‘I didn’t see anything.” 


The sudden outbreak of excessive 
alcohol has Willits concerned. Ac- 


cording to Willits, a law recently - 


passed in California makes it possi- 


ble for injured parties to sue 
establishments where excessive 
drinking occurred. Even if the 
drinking did not occur on: the 
grounds, said Willits, but an indivi- 
dual left drunk, the establishment 
could still be held responsible. 


Despite the alcohol problem, the 
dance was a financial success. 
According to Williams, the student 
body will clear approximately $500.

Up until then, Hartnell had allowed a total of 
150 yards — only 28 rushing — and six points in 
their previous two games, against Foothill and 
College of the Redwoods. But those cursed Tigers 
had the audacity to rack up 386 yards and 19 
points, thus demoting the Panthers’ defensive 
efforts from superhuman to merely ultra-respect- 
able. 

“Aw, who gives a sh--,’’ smiled Hart head 
coach Marv Grim. He was smiling because the 
Panthers put on an impressive offensive show 
themselves. Led by Terry Galloway’s 230 yards 
rushing — giving him 510 for the young season — 
Hartnell scored 35 points to Reedley’s 19 while 
compiling a monstrous total of 608 yards gained. 

Freshman quarterback Rick Rebozzi completed 
13 of 24 passes for 178 yards and three 
touchdowns, two of them to tight end Ed 
Richards. Galloway romped for two scores on runs 
of nine and two yards, and flanker Mike Foletta’s 
only reception went for a 26-yard TD. 

Reedley scored all of its points in the first half, 
as the Hart defense held the Tigers to minus four 
yards rushing and forced four punts in the final 30 
minutes. Defensive back Rod Blakeney intercep- 
ted a Rod Fries pass deep in Panther territory to 
quell a scoring drive with less than a minute 
remaining in the third period. 


Reedley’s only other scoring threat in the 
second half came on a 36-yard field goal attempt 
with 10.40 to play. The kick barely reached the 
end zone, bouncing five yards short of the goal 


posts. 


The Panthers will put their 3-0 record on the 
line tomorrow night at 7:30 against the West Hills 
Falcons at Coalinga. Sept. 16, the , Falcons 
defeated Reedley 27-6. Hartnell will be home Oct. 
7 to face the Porterville Pirates in the final 
non-conference game of the season.

What has the Hartnell athletic 
department done to fill the gaping 
hole left by the absence of coach 
Mike Garibaldi? 


Two days prior to the opening of 
the fall semester, the department 
hired Scott Standage, a curly-haired, 
amiable young man to take over 
Garibaldi’s classes and coaching 
duties. 

Standage, a native of Aptos, 
attended Cabrillo College, UC Davis 
and the University of Guadalajara in 
Mexico. He had previously been 
coaching at Cabrillo. 

Garibaldi is currently on a leave of 
absence due to medical reasons. 

Athletic Director Bob Kelley said 


that Garibaldi has asked for a 
one-semester leave of absence and 
may return next semester, but no 
definite statement has been issued at 
this time. 

Sitting in his office among Gari- 
baldi’s various plaques and awards, 
Standage was asked how it felt to be 
here. Glancing around the room he 
replied, ‘‘Oh, you mean in the 
specter of Garibaldi?’’ He is well 
aware of Garibaldi’s popularity but 
says he feels no pressure in either 


‘ his teaching or coaching to ‘‘follow in 


his footsteps.’’ 

Water polo is a sport which 
requires seven members to consti- 
tute a team. The turnout thus far has 
not been in high numbers. Standage 
attributes this to the lack of 
competetive water polo in the local 


high schools. With no programs to 
feed’’ experienced players to the 
colleges, no interest is developed in 
the sport. : 

Standage says he likes what he 
sees in the members of his team and 
would rather have an inexperienced 
team that gave 100 per cent than an 
experienced team that was compla- 
cent about the sport. 

Because of the lack of players, he 
has gone to his intermediate swim- 
ming and lifesaving classes, hoping

Standage. feels it’s hard to have 
success in a junior college where the 
players have no previous experience. 
But he made it perfectly clear this 
will not keep him-or his team from 
giving their best possible effort. He 
is fully satisfied at the prospect of 


teaching these young men the skills 
ot water polo even though the wins 
may be few. At the prospect of the 
upcoming season he merely smiles 
and says, ‘‘You do what you can, and 
you do the best you can.”’

$4,000 grid game 
What price

‘When the Hartnell football team 
traveled to Eureka Sept. 16 to play 
the College of the Redwoods, there 
was more at stake than a victory or a 
loss. 

That game cost the Hartnell 
athletic department -- or the tax- 
payers who support it actually -- 
roughly $4,000. 

The figure is nothing new. This 
isn’t the first time the Panthers have 
met the Corsairs on their home field. 
But the aftermath of Proposition 13, 
with such things as athletic budgets 
being slashed to the bone, makes 
$4,000 a lot more money than in the 
pre-13 era. 

The money was budgeted in this 
manner: 

-- over $1,000 for transportation 

-- approximately $3,000 for meals 
and lodging. 

Why are the figures so high? First, 
Eureka is 383 miles from Salinas. 
That dictates that the Panthers had 
to leave here Friday morning for the 
Saturday night game and did not 
return until late Sunday afternoon. 
Second, in that length of time, 78 
people ate a lot of food and had to 
stay in a motel two nights. 

That, then, is where the money 
went. Next question: Why?

According: to Hartnell * athletic 
director ._Bob Kelley, it was a 
combination. of legal and moral 
obligations. 

“They (Redwoods) were only 
going to have three home. games (if 
Hartnell would’ve cancelled)’’, he 
said, ‘‘so their president called 
(Hartnell president) Dr. Madsen and 
said that we had a contract with 
them. We already told them that we 
were strapped, and that we would 
still owe them a game and we would 
make it up with them.”’ 

That would have left the Corsairs 
with an open date, however, and 
open dates show up in the ledger as 
‘‘no profit.”’ 

“So they called Dr. Madsen,”’ 
Kelley said, ‘‘and told them they 
would give us some help if we would 
come up there. 

‘I’m looking at it totally from a 
different side than they’re (Red- 
woods) looking at it,’’ he said. ‘‘If it 
were switched around, we would 
switch opinions too. They would feel 
they need that money for something 
else and to hell with Hartnell’s home 
game and their problems.”’ 

Kelley added that he questioned 
thie decision ot the Board of Trustees 
to play the game from a financial 
standpoint but felt it was the right 
decision on a moral basis.
